Aii  Act  to  provide  for  the  development  of  the  Uuani  system  of  medicine, 
to  regulate  the  teaching  and  practice  thereof  and  to  deal  with  certain 
matters  connected  therewith. 

Whereas  iL  is  expedient  to  provide  Tor  the  development  of  the  Unani 
system  or  medicine,  to  regulate  the  leaching  and  practice  thereof  and  to 
deal  with  certain  matters  connected  therewith; 

It  is  hereby  Enacted  in  the  Thirtieth  Year  or  the  Republic  of  India, 
by  the  Legislature  of  West  Bengal,  as  follows: — 

1,  (J)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  West  Bengal  Paschim  Banga 
Unani  System  of  Medicine  Act,  1979. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  West  Bengal. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government 
may,  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette  t appoint. 

2,  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires— 

(1)  “Council"  means  the  Stale  Council  of  Unani  Medicine, 
West  Bengal,  established  under  section  3; 

(2)  “Member11  means  a Member  or  the  Council; 

(3)  “prescribed"  means  prescribed  by  rules; 

(4)  “President”  means  the  President  of  the  Council; 

(5)  “Register"  means  the  Register  of  Unani  practitioners 
maintained  under  this  Act; 

(6)  “registered  Unani  practitioner”  means  an  Unani  practitioner 
registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

(7)  “Registrar"  means  the  Registrar  of  the  Council; 

(8)  “regulations"  means  regulations  made  under  this  Act; 

(9)  “Vice-President11  means  the  Vice-President  of  the  Council. 

3,  (1)  The  Slate  Government  shall,  by  notification  in  the  Official 
Gazette,  establish  a Council  to  be  called  the  State  Council  of  Unani 
Medicine,  West  Bengal.

(2)  The  Council  shall  be  a body  corporate  with  power  lo  acquire, 
hold  and  dispose  of  property,  boih  movable  and  immovable  and  shall 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a common  seal  and  shall , by  iis  corporate 
name,  sue  and  be  sued. 

4.  (1)  The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  following  Members; — 

(a)  a Presidem  nominated  by  l he  Slate  Government; 

(b)  seven  Members  nominated  by  the  Slate  Government  of 
whom  three  shall  be  registered  Unani  practitioners; 

(c)  one  Member  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  Calcutta; 

(d)  the  Principal  of  the  Stale  Unani  College,  ex-officio,  when 
such  a college  is  established- 

provided  Lhnt  until  such  college  is  established,  any  other 
person  having  knowledge  on  the  subject  may  he  nominated 
by  the  State  Government; 

(e)  eight  Members  who  are  citizens  or  India  elected  by  the 
registered  Unani  practitioners,  of  whom  four  shall  be  elected 
by  the  registered  Unani  practitioners  having  registered 
address  within  the  Presidency  Division  from  amongst 
themselves,  lwo  shall  be  elected  by  the  registered  Unani 
practitioners  having  registered  address  within  the  Burdwan 
Division  from  amongst  themselves  and  two  shall  be  elected 
by  the  registered  Unani  practitioners  having  registered 
address  within  the  Jalpaiguri  Division  from  amongst 
themselves. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-section  (J)  or 
elsewhere  in  this  Act,  on  the  first  constitution  of  the  Council  after  its 
establishment,  all  the  Members  of  the  Council  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Slate  Government  and  the  State  Government  shall  also  nominate  one  of 
the  Members  to  be  the  Vice-President. 

5.  If  the  nominating  authority  referred  to  in  clause  (c)  of  sub- 
section (1)  of  section  4,  or  any  electoral  body  referred  to  in  clause  (e) 
of  that  sub-section  fails  by  the  prescribed  date  to  nominate  or  elect  the 
requisite  number  of  Member  or  Members  which  such  authority  or  body 
is  entitled  to  nominate  or  elect,  the  State  Government  shall  Till  up  the 
office  of  such  Member  or  Members  by  nomination  of  a person  or  persons 
qualified  to  be  nominated  or  elected  by  such  authority  or  body.  Any 
person  so  nominated  by  the  State  Government  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  duly  nominated  or  elected  a Member  by  such  author? I v or  horfv 
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(Sections  6-1 L) 

6.  A person  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  nominated  or  eJecLcd 
a Member  of  the  Council,  if — 

(1)  lie  has  been  convicted  of  any  offence  declared  by  rules  io 
involve  moral  turpitude; 

(2)  he  is  an  undischarged  insolvent; 

(3)  he  bus  been  adjudged  by  a competent  court  to  be  of  unsound 
mind; 

(4)  he  is  a person  under  the  age  of  25. 

7.  The  name  of  every  Member  nominated  or  elected  under  section 
4 or  section  5 shall  be  published  by  the  State  Government  in  the  Official 
Gazette. 

8.  A person  shall  cea.sc  to  be  a Member  of  ihe  Council — 

(1)  if,  without  obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Council,  he  is 
absent  from  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Council,  or 

(2}  if,  having  been  nominated  or  elected  as  a registered  Unani 
practitioner,  he  ceases  lo  be  such  a registered  pracli boner, 
or 

(3)  if  he  becomes  subject  to  any  of  ^disqualifications,  referred 
to  in  clauses  (1)  to  (3)  of  section  6. 

9.  If  any  Member  dies  or  resigns  his  office  or  ceases  to  be  a 
Member  for  any  other  reason  the  vacancy  shall  be  HI  led  up  within  six 
monLlts  by  a fresh  nomination  or  election  under  section  4 or  section  5, 
as  the  case  may  be  and  the  Member  so  nominated  or  elected  shall  hold 
office  for  the  unexpired  period  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Member  whose 
place  he  fills, 

10,  (1)  Subject  lo  the  provisions  of  section  9,  the  term  of  office  of 
the  Members  nominated  or  elected  under  section  4 or  section  5,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  be  for  four  years  commencing  from  the  date  of  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Council  after  its  first  constitution  or  any  subsequent 
periodica]  reconstitution,  as  die  case  may  be. 

(2)  The  term  of  four  years  referred  to  in  sub-sec  don  (1)  shall  be 
held  to  include  any  period,  but  not  exceeding  one  year  in  any  case,  that 
may  elapse  between  the  expiry  of  the  said  period  or  four  years  and  ihe 
dale  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  following  ils  reconstitution  at 
which  a quorum  is  present. 

11.  The  President,  die  Vice-Presideni  or  a Member  may  resign  his 
office  by  writing  under  his  hand  addressed  to  the  Stale  Government. 
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(Sections  12-14.) 

12*  (1)  The  President  shall  hold  office  for  the  period  mentioned  in 
section  HX 

(2)  If  [he  President  dies  or  resigns  his  office  or  ceases  to  hold  office, 
the  Slate  Government  shall  nominate  another  person  as  President  and 
such  President  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  Lerm 
of  office  of  [he  previous  President  in  whose  place  he  is  nominated, 

13.  (1)  The  Members  of  the  Council  shall,  at  (he  first  meeting  afier 
every  periodical  reconstitution,  elect  from  amongst  themselves,  a 
registered  CJnani  practitioner  as  Vice-President  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  prescribed. 

(2)  The  Vice-President  shall  hold  office  for  the  period  mentioned 
in  section  10: 

Provided  that  a Vice-President  shall  cease  to  hold  office  if  he  ceases 
to  be  a Member  of  the  Council. 

(3)  If  the  Vice-President  dies  or  resigns  his  office  or  ceases  to  hold 
office,  the  Members  of  the  Council  shall  elect,  from  amongst  themselves, 
another  registered  Unani  practitioner  as  Vice-President  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed  and  such  Vice-President  shall  hold  office  for  the 
unexpired  period  of  the  lerm  of  office  of  the  previous  Vice-President 
whose  office  he  fills. 

14,  (1)  The  Members  of  Ihc  Council  shall  conslilulc  from  amongst 
themselves,  an  Executive  Committee  called  " Karyyn  Nirbahak 
SomUr  to  perform  such  functions  as  may  be  delegated  lo  it  by  the 
Council. 

(2)  The  Karyya  Nirbahak  Samiti  shall  consist  of  the  President  and 
the  Vice-President,  ex-officio  y and  five  other  members  elected  by  the 
Members  of  the  Council  from  amongst  themselves. 

(3)  The  President  and  the  Vice-President  of  the  Council  shall  be  the 
President  and  the  Vice-President  respectively  of  the  Karyya  Nirbahak 
Samiti. 

(4)  The  Lerm  of  office  of  an  elected  member  of  the  Karyya  Nirbahak 
Samiti  shall  be  two  years  from  the  date  of  his  election,  but  subject  to 
his  being  a Member  of  the  Council,  he  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election 
to  the  Karyya  Nirbahak  Samiti t 

(5)  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  of  the  Karyya 
Nirbahak  Samiti  unless  a quorum  of  three  members  be  present: 

Provided  that  no  quorum  shall  be  necessary  for  an  adjourned  meeting. 
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(Sections  15-17.) 

(6)  The  Council  may  also,  subject  to  the  approval  of  ihc  State 
Government,  from  time  to  time  appoint  oneor  more  Commiuces  consisting 
of  Members  of  the  Council  or  outsiders  or  bath  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  State  Government  for  Llie  purpose  of  advising  it  on 
sucli  maLicrs  as  it  deems  necessary  and  may  appoint  a convenor  for  any 
such  commitLee  who  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Committee, 

(7)  The  Council  may  make  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  business 
of  the  Katyya  N't  vbahak  Son  it  ft  and  of  Committees  appointed  by  iL, 

15.  ft)  The  Council  shall  hold  ils  mccLings  at  such  intervals  and  at 
such  places  as  may  be  provided  by  regulations. 

(2)  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  inccLmg  of  ihc  Council 
unless  a quorum  of  seven  Members  be  present, 

(3)  Save  as  provided  is  section  24,  all  questions  arising  at  any 
meeting  shall  be  decided  by  voLes  of  the  majority  of  the  Members  present 
and  voting  or  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  by  the  casting  vote  of  the 
President  on  in  his  absence,  of  the  Member  presiding  at  the  meeting. 

16-  The  Council  shall  pay  to  ils  President,  Vice-President  and 
Members  and  other  persons  appointed  by  iL  to  any  Committee  referred 
to  in  sub-section  (6)  of  section  14,  such  expenses  for  attending  the 
meetings  of  I he  Council,  of  the  Karyya  Nirhnhak  Sant  it  i or  of  such 
Committee  and  such  travelling  expenses  for  journeys  undertaken  in  the 
performance  of  duties  as  may  be  prescribed, 

17.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  force 
relating  to  drugs  and  poisons,  the  Slate  Government  shall  have  power: — 

(a)  Lo  establish  and  main  lain  a Slate  Unani  College  with  hospitals 
attached  to  it; 

(b)  to  establish  and  maintain  Unani  hospitals,  dispensaries, 
asylums  or  infirmaries  in  West  Bengal; 

(c)  to  establish  an  Unani  Pharmaceutical  Department  for  supply 
of  Unani  medicines  to  the  Unani  hospitals,  dispensaries, 
asylums  and  infirmaries  and  also  to  registered  Unani 
practitioners: 

(d)  to  provide  for  the  grant  of  licences  to  manufacturers,  stockists 
or  sellers  of  Unani  drugs  and  medicines  and  for  the  conditions 
for  the  grant  of  such  licences  including  conditions  regarding 
strength,  potency,  composition  or  other  particulars  of  such 
drugs  or  medicines  being  marked  on  the  containers,  covers 
or  wrappings  thereof; 
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(Sections  IS,  19.) 

(e)  lo  establish  and  main  lain  a State  herbarium; 

(D  lo  foster  the  plantation  of  Unani  medicinal  plants. 

IS.  The  Council  shall  have  Lhe  following  powers,  namely: — 

(a)  lo  recommend  lo  lhe  State  Government  for  sanction  of  a 
grant  to  an  affiliated  institution  leaching  lhe  Unani  system 
of  medicine,  or  lo  any  Unani  dispensary  or  the  withdrawal 
or  suspension,  after  giving  lhe  institution  or  dispensary 
concerned  an  opportunity  of  showing  cause  against  the 
action  proposed,  of  any  such  sanction  or  gram: 

(b)  to  appoint,  with  lhe  previous  sanction  of  lhe  Slate 
Government,  inspectors  for  Lhe  inspection  of  Unani 
dispensaries  or  institutions  leaching  lhe  Unani  system  of 
medicine; 

(c)  lo  frame  and  implement  a co-ordinated  scheme  of  public 
health  of  West  Bengal  based  on  the  Unani  system  of 
medicine,  with  or  wilhom  lhe  addition  of  modem  technique; 

(d)  lo  receive  grants,  donations,  gifts  and  endowments; 

(c)  Lo  incur  such  expenditure,  lo  adopt  such  measures  and  Lo 
do  such  acLs  as  may  he  necessary  for  ihc  furtherance  of  the 
objects  mentioned  in  tins  section; 

(f)  lo  perform  such  oLher  functions  as  the  Slate  Government 
may  direct  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

19.  (I)  The  Council  shall,  with  the  previous  approval  of  the  Stale 

Government,  appoint  a Registrar.  The  Registrar  shall  draw  such  salary 
and  allowances  as  may  he  prescribed.  The  Council  may  from  Lime  lo 
lime  grant  him  leave  and  may  appoint  a person  lo  acL  in  place,  Any 
person  duly  appointed  Lo  act  as  Registrar  shall  be  deemed  lo  be  the 
Registrar  for  the  purposes  of  this  AcL. 

(2)  The  Council  shall  have  power  lo  suspend,  punish,  remove  or 
dismiss  the  Registrar  from  office: 

Provided  that  any  such  order  of  the  Council  shall  be  subject  to  appeal 
to  the  Stale  Govcrnmenr 

(3)  The  Council  may  appoint,  such  other  officers  and  employees  as 
it  deems  necessary: 

Provided  Lhat  the  number  and  designation  of  such  officers  and 
employees,  their  salaries  and  allowances  shall  be  subject  Lo  the  previous 
approval  of  the  Slate  Government. 

(4)  The  Registrar  shall  act  as  Lhe  Secretary  to  lhe  Council  and  the 
Katyya  Nirbahak  Samiti.

(Sections  20-23.) 

(5)  The  Registrar  and  all  officers  and  other  employees  appointed  by 
ihe  Council  shall  work  under  Ihe  direct  control  and  supervision  of  the 
President  or,  in  his  absence,  of  the  Vice -President. 

20.  (1)  The  Council  shall  maintain  a Register  in  such  form  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(2)  The  Registrar  shall  from  time  to  Lime  make  necessary  entries  in 
Ihe  Register  in  respect  of  the  persons  whose  names  are  directed  to  he 
registered,  their  qualifications  and  their  addresses  and  may  also  from 
time  to  time  make  such  alterations  or  modifications  as  may  be  required 
in  consequence  of  any  order  passed  by  the  Council  or  otherwise. 

21.  (1)  Every  person  who  possesses  any  qualification  mentioned  iri 
Part  A or  who  is  qualified  under  Part  B or  who  has  a qualification  as 
provided  in  Pnri  C of  the  Schedule  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  and  on  payment  of  such  fee  ns  may  be  prescribed,  be  entitled 
to  have  his  name  entered  in  the  Register. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  conlaincd  in  sub-section  (I),  every 
person  who,  within  a period  of  two  years  from  the  date  on  which  this 
Act  comes  into  force,  produces  proof  that  lie  has  been  in  regular  practice 
for  a period  of  not  less  than  five  years  preceding  such  date  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  his  name  entered  in  the  Register  on  payment  of  the 
prescribed  fee. 

22.  The  Stale  Government  may,  by  order  published  in  the  Official 
Gazette,  add  to,  amend  or  alter  the  Schedule: 

Provided  that  the  name  of  any  institution  or  any  qualification  granted 
or  conferred  by  any  institution  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  Schedule 
unless  the  managing  body  or  authority  of  such  institution  has  been  given 
an  opportunity  of  making  representation  against  such  removal. 

23.  (1)  Every  person  who  desires  to  have  his  name  entered  in  the 
Register  shall  submir  to  the  Registrar  an  application  in  the  prescribed 
form  slating: — 

(a)  particulars  of  his  qualifications, 

(b)  the  period  for  which  he  has  been  in  praclice,  and 

(c)  his  address  which  is  to  be  his  registered  address. 

(2)  Every  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  Lhe  prescribed  fee 
and  such  proof  as  may  be  available  or  necessary  in  support  of  the 
qualifications  stated  in  the  application. 
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(Sections  24-27.) 

24.  (1)  The  Council  may,  on  being  satisfied  that  a person  possesses 
the  requisite  qualifications  and  has  paid  the  prescribed  fee,  direct  the 
registration  of  his  name  and  the  Registrar  shall  thereupon  make  necessary 
entries  in  the  Register  and  granl  him  a certificate  of  registration. 

(2)  The  Council  may  refuse  lo  permit  the  registration,  or  direct  the 
removal  from  Lite  Register,  of  the  name  of  any  person — 

(a)  who  has  been  convicted  of  any  offence  declared  by  rules 
lo  involve  moral  turpitude;  or 

(b)  who  has  been  found  guilty  of  infamous  conducL  in  his 
professional  capacity  by  a majority  of  at  least  two-thirds  of 
the  Members  of  the  Council  after  a due  enquiry  into  his 
conducL  at  which  lie  has  had  an  opportunity  or  being  heard 
in  person  or  of  being  duly  represented, 

(3)  Any  refusal  or  removal  under  sub-section  (2)  may  be  rescinded 
if  the  conducL  on  the  basis  of  which  refusal  or  removal  was  directed  is 
condoned  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 

25,  (1)  Every  person  whose  name  is  entered  in  the  Register  shall, 
for  the  retention  of  his  name  in  the  Register,  pay  to  the  Council  annually 
such  renewal  fee  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(2)  Where  ihe  renewal  fee  is  not  paid  by  the  due  dale,  the  Registrar 
shall  remove  Lhe  name  of  the  defaulter  from  the  Register: 

Provided  that  a name  so  removed  may  be  restored  to  the  Register 
on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(3)  On  payment  of  the  renewal  fee,  Lhe  Registrar  shall,  in  the 
prescribed  manner,  endorse  the  certificate  of  registration. 

26.  If  any  person  whose  name  is  entered  in  the  Register  obtains  any 
qualification  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  other  than  the  qualification  in 
respect  of  which  he  has  been  registered,  lie  shall,  on  payment  oT  such 
fee  as  may  be  prescribed,  be  entitled  lo  have  such  qualification  entered 
against  his  name  in  the  Register  either  in  snbstiiution  for  or  in  addition 
lo  any  entry  previously  made  and  the  Registrar  shall  add  lo  or  amend 
the  entry  accordingly. 

27,  If  any  person  is  dissatisfied  with  any  dicision  of  the  Registrar 
refusing  to  enter  his  qualification  under  section  26  in  the  Register,  he 
may,  at  any  Lime  wilhin  three  months  from  the  date  of  such  decision, 
appeal  lo  the  Council  in  Lhe  prescribed  form  and  the  decision  of  the 
Council  shall  be  final.

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28.  Any  entry  in  llie  Register,  which  is  proved  lo  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Council  to  have  been  fraudulently  or  incorrectly  made,  may  be 
cancelled  under  an  order  in  writing  of  the  Council. 

29-  (1)  An  appeal  shall  lie  lo  the  Slate  Government  against  any 

decision  or  order  of  the  Council  refusing  to  enter  a person’s  name  in 
the  Register  or  removing  his  name  Iherefrom.  Such  appeal  shall  be  filed 
wiLhin  three  months  of  the  dale  of  the  decision  or  order  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed. 

(2)  The  decision  of  the  State  Government  on  such  appeal  shall  be 
final. 


30.  The  Council  may,  on  receipL  of  reliable  information  regarding 
the  death  of  a person  whose  name  is  entered  in  the  Register,  and  on 
making  such  enquiry  as  it  may  think  fit,  direct  the  removal  or  his  name 
from  the  Register  and  thereupon  the  Registrar  shall  cancel  the  entry 
relating  lo  such  person, 

31.  If  any  person  whose  name  is  not  entered  in  the  Register  falsely 
pretends  that  it  is  so  entered  or  uses  in  connection  with  his  name,  any 
words  or  letters  representing  that  his  name  is  so  entered,  he  shall,  whether 
any  person  is  actually  deceived  by  such  representation  or  not,  be 
punishable,  on  conviction  by  a Metropolitan  Magistrate  or  a Judicial 
Magistrate  of  the  first  class,  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  five  hundred 
rupees. 

32.  (1)  If  any  registered  practil loner  whose  name  has  been  removed 
from  Ihe  Register  under  sub-section  (2)  of  section  24  or  sub-scction  (2) 
of  section  25  fails,  without  sufficient  cause  to  surrender  forthwith  his 
certificate  of  registration,  he  shall  be  punishable  with  tine  which  may 
extend  to  fifty  rupees. 

(2)  Cognizance  of  an  offence  punishable  under  this  section  shall  not 
be  laken  except  upon  complaint  made  by  an  order  of  the  Council. 

33.  (1)  The  Registrar  shall,  from  lime  to  lime  as  occasion  may 
require,  on  or  before  a dale  id  be  fixed  in  this  behalf  by  the  Council, 
cause  to  be  printed  and  published  (provided  Lhai  at  least  twelve  months 
shall  have  elapsed  from  the  date  of  the  last  publication)  a correct  list 
of  the  names  for  the  time  being  entered  in  the  Register  and  selling  forth 
therein — 

(a)  names  of  all  registered  Unani  practitioners  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order  according  to  the  surname; 
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(Sections  34-38.) 

(b)  the  registered  address  oT  each  such  person;  and 

(c)  die  registered  qualifications  of  each  such  person  and  the 
date  on  which  each  qualification  was  obtained. 

(2)  The  Registrar  shall,  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  arises,  cause 
to  be  printed  and  published  a list  supplementary  thereto,  containing 
additions  and  alterations  in  the  Register  since  the  publication  of  the  list 
under  sub-section  (1), 

(3)  Every  Court  shall  presume  that  any  person  whose  name  is  entered 
in  the  latest  list  printed  and  published  under  sub-section  (l)  read  with 
the  latest  list  supplementary  thereto,  if  any,  printed  and  published  under 
sub-section  (2J  is  duly  registered  under  this  Act,  and  that  any  person 
whose  name  is  not  so  entered  is  not  registered  under  this  Act. 

34.  A registered  Unani  practitioner  shall  be  entitled — 

(a)  to  grant  a death  certificate  required  by  any  law  or  rule, 

(b)  to  grant  a medical  or  physical  fitness  certificate  required  by 
any  law  or  rule, 

(c)  to  give  evidence  at  any  inquest  or  in  any  court  of  law  as 

an  expert  under  seelian  45  of  the  Indian  Evidence  Act,  1872.  i t>ns72> 

35.  Except  with  the  special  sanction  of  the  Slate  Government,  no 
Unani  practitioner  who  is  not  registered  under  this  Act,  shall  be  competent 
to  hold  any  appointment  as  a physician,  or  other  medical  officer  in  an 
Unani  hospital,  asylum,  infirmary,  dispensary  or  lying-in-hospital,  which 
is  supported  wholly  or  partially  by  grants  made  by  the  State  Government, 
the  Council  or  a local  authority,  or  any  Unani  educational  institution 
which  is  so  supported. 

36.  No  suit,  prosecution  or  other  legal  proceedings  shall  lie  in  respect 
of  anything  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  in  the  exercise  or  purported 
exercise  of  any  power  conferred  by  or  under  this  Act  on  the  Slate 
Government  or  the  Council  or  the  Karyya  Nirbahak  Sami  It  or  any 
Committee  appointed  by  die  Council  or  on  the  Registrar. 

37.  Nothing  done  by  (he  Council,  the  Karyya  Nirbahak  Saniiti  or 
a Committee  appointed  by  the  Council,  shall  be  invalid  merely  on  the 
ground  of  any  vacancy  or  defect  in  its  composition,  initial  or  subsequent. 

38.  (I)  All  fees  payable  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the  Council. 

(2)  Ail  account  of  alt  assets  and  liabilities  of  ihe  Council  and  of  all 

fees,  sums,  grants,  donations,  gifts  and  endowments  received  by  it  and 
of  all  expenses  and  disbursements  incurred  or  made  by  it  shall  be 
maintained  in  the  prescribed  manner. 
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(3)  The  accounts  shall  be  audited  annually  in  such  manner  and 
by  such  officer  or  authority  as  may  be  prescribed.  A copy  of  the  audit 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Government  by  the 
Council. 

(4)  The  Council  shall  prepare  in  the  prescribed  manner  a budget  for 
every  financial  year  showing  the  anticipated  receipt  and  expenditure, 
which  shall  be  submitted  to  Ihe  Slate  Government  for  approval. 

39.  (1)  The  State  Government  may  from  time  to  Lime  make  rules 
for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  In  particular  and  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing  power,  such  rules  may  provide  for  all  or  any  of  the  matters 
which  may  be,  or  in  required  to  be,  prescribed  or  made  by  rules. 

40.  (1)  The  Council  may,  with  the  previous  approval  of  the  Stale 
Government,  make  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act  or  the  rules 
made  thereunder,  for  discharging  its  functions  under  this  Act. 

(2)  In  particular,  and  without  prejudice  to  (he  generality  of  the 
foregoing  power,  such  regulations  may  provide  for  all  or  any  of  the 
maLLers  which  may  be  or  is  required  to  be  provided  by  regulations. 

41.  All  rules  and  regulations  made  under  this  Act  shall  be  published 
in  the  Official  Gazette. 

42.  If  at  any  lime  it  appears  to  the  Stale  Government  that  the  Council 
has  failed  to  exercise  or  has  exceeded  or  abused  a power,  conferred  upon 
il  by  or  under  this  Act,  or  has  failed  to  perform  a duty  imposed  upon 
it  by  this  Act,  the  State  Govern menl  may,  if  il  considers  .such  failure, 
excess  or  abuse  to  be  of  a serious  character,  after  giving  the  Council  an 
opportunity  of  being  heard,  notify  the  particulars  thereof  to  the  Council 
and  if  the  Council  fails  to  remedy  such  failure,  excess  or  abuse  within 
such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Stale  Government  in  this  behulfi  the 
State  Government  may  dissolve  the  Council  and  cause  all  or  any  of  the 
powers  and  duties  or  the  Council  to  be  exercised  and  performed  by  such 
agency  and  for  such  period  as  il  may  think  fit.
